Steely Dan got its name from a 
steam ~ powered dildo in William 
Burroughs The Naked 
Lunch.” Gaucho. their latest (and 
eighth) release, is also comparable 
minus the steam itis 
no substitute for the real thing 

The real thing is the distinctive 
rock - jazz biend Steely had cor 
sistently produced since the birtt 
of its first LP, Can't Buy a Thrill 
(1972) Credited for such artistry 
as weil as the creation of Steely 
Dan, are songwriter/musicians 
Waiter Becker and Donald Fagen 
The rest of the band features an 
ever changing array of 
background singers and 
musicians selected according to 
the whims and needs of Becker 
and Fagen 

The use of such a variety of ar- 
tists helps explain Steely's in 
credibie versatility From the solid 
hiting rock of “Reelin’ in the Years 
(1972) to the infectiously funky 

Josie’ (1977), Steely churns out 
polished, perfected music always 
with a flair for the unusual 

In Gaucho, the polish is still 
there, but the surfaces are rough 
The lyrics are as obscure and 
cynical as ever, but the music lacks 
the vitality punch and uniqueness 
of the banu's previous efforts 

The title track (“Gaucho”), for 
example. starts out as a promising 
piece with a Slow, seductive jazz 
introduction featuring a fine tenor 
sax solo by Tom Scott Butthe rest 
of the song, despite its rhythmic in 
tricacy, is redundant and dull. It 
simply lacks the pizazz needed to 
keep the listeners attention 
especially since Steely drags on 
for over five minutes 

Babylon Sisters and

Young goes political in new album

Nei Young remains one of the few rock artists 
whose music continues to grow and mature with 
every new album Like his contemporaries — Bruce 
Springsteen, Bob Dylan, et al Young is able to 
move from one musical phase to another without 
getting any worse, if not getting better 

With the release of last year's Rust Never Sleeps 
and Live Rust, Young signaled the end of his first 
musical era, an era that began 10 years ago with 
Harvest And in the new album, Hawks & Doves 
Young is beginning a new period in his music 

In the new LP, Yqung uses obvious political 
indertones to present songs of pessimistic abstrac 
tion (side 1) and carefree optimism (side 2) eliciting 
a sometimes serious, sometimes tonque - in - cheek 
concept of Americana. And the end result is one of 
the finest records of the year 

The album concept, especially in the cover 
Jesign, resembles 1977's American Stars 'N Bars 
white star on a blue field boldly dominates the album 
jacket'’s cover, while red and white bars command 
the back. And the songs touch upon government 
labor unions, the Kennedys and, in the title song, the 
USA 

In “Captain Kennedy,” a song bound to raise con- 
troversy, Young paints a savage portrait of a young 
(fictional) Kennedy, making numerous references to 
the actual Kennedy clan. The song is haunting in its 
assumption that even a Kennedy, traditionally 
liberal, can be led to believe war is justifiable, ifnota 
good thing, as the song's opening and closing 
stanza Claims 


! am a young mariner headed to war 

I'm thinking about my family and what it was for 
There's water on the wood and the sails feel good 
And when / get to shore | hope that/ can kill good 
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The song's eerie, melancholy melody perfectly 
accompanies the lyrics to effect a feeling inat war is 
a tragic, yet unavoidable entiiy While this may 
sound cliched, the songs symbolism gives it a 
totally origina! aiid effectively convincing angle 
And in the title song, “Hawks & Doves,” a power 
ful anthem dedicated to all Americans, Young brings 
the LP's entire concept into focus. quietly observing 
liberals and conservatives in a mutually dependent 


relationship. And when Young sings, “Ready to go 
willin’ to stay and pay.’ it seems as if the American 
spirit is supportive of an American's decision either 
to go to war under directi f the government or to 
refuse and pay the price (jail) 

‘The Old Homestead ne of Young's most 
beautiful and abstract compositions, tells the story 
of a mystical horseback rider whose homosexuality 


is plagued by three central characters: the Shadow 
(his conscience), a priest (who “spouts ideas from 
books thathe reads ) anda prehistoric bird (a spirit.) 
Young's symbolism beautifully underscores the 
main characters internal yntlicts; the moon 
represents his sexual drive. the horse, his masculine 
lover, and all symbols are questioned by the Shadow 
and the priest And Young's vocals are stunning. The 
tortured air he iends gives a truly chilling credibility 
to his haunted character, creating a kind of counter - 
culture folk hero. We haven't heard a song like this 
since Bob Dylan's “Ballad of a Thin Man” 15 years 
ayo 
From the simple beauty of “Little Wing” and the 
country - swing flavor of “Coastline.” to the satire of 
“Union Man,” the political statements of “Captain 
Kennedy” and the title song and the complexity of 
The Old Homestead,” Hawks & Doves is an album 
that bravely beats its own musical path through un- 
popular fields of social and political tradition. And 
it's done as only Neil Young can

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Growing bike traffic raises thefts

Bicycling has become a favorable means of 
transportation, as students resort to the two 
wheeled contraptions in an effort to cut soaring fuel 
costs. Itis also a pleasant and convenient instrument 
of exercise and recreation, not quite as strenuous 
as jogging or handball Every school day the campus 
is invaded by hundreds of bicyclists, either going to 
Class Or using the campus as a safe mainstream 
bypass on the way to work. Rack upon rack is filled 
and many a tree or post is decorated with a chain 
necklace linked to a huge two - wheeled medallion 

To meet the greater demands of cyclists and to 
promote safety on the roads, the city and county 
have provided numerous trails, mainly for com- 
muting. One two - mile stretch runs by Alumni Grove 
near campus and was funded by Cal Trans 

A miniature Goluen Gate Bridge footbridge 
connects the campus to the 23 mile long 
American River Parkway This trail now runs from 
Discovery Park to the Nimbus Hatchery and offers 
the sharp - eyed peddier a rare chance to view some 
vf the wiidlife still managing to find safe refuge 
within Sacramento County limits. The final link was 
completed last Nov 20 with the dedication of a $1.7 
million bridge near Goethe Park. The bridge took 
about two years to compiete 

Because of the increased interest in bicycling, the 
CSUS physica! education department now offers 
classes in cycling, the course includes instruction in 
aspects of racing, touring, recreation and proper 
bike repair and maintenance Geography Professor 
Mike Fitzwater aiso, advisor for the campus Bike 
Club, teaches the course 

This is the first semester of the operation for the 
Bike Club which only has 12 members. The club's 
purpose, according to ritzwater, is to promote cycl 
ing on Campus. The club has hopes of forming an 
intercollegiate program and intramural racing tour 
naments Fitzwater looks forward to acting in an ad 
visory Capacity for bike designers and aiso policy 
makers 

With interest in cycling, bicycles have 


more 


become hot items Students can take advantage of 
special prices from the Bike Shop, not a co - op but 
an ASI funded business. Even so, the jeast a student 
can pay there for a bike is $175, (for a SR Campus 
Sport) says Jim Gaston, shop manager. The average 
price is $250 to $350. but it can go as high as $1,200 
he adds 

With the aid of a good chain cutter, any bike en 
thusiast or fast - buck seeker can easily avoid paying 
the high prices. Black market entrepreneurs often fill 
their orders from the large and varied selection 
available aimost anywhere bicycles are ieft 
unattended Not even the campus is safe 

Bike thefts are a us problem on cam 
pus, says Crime Prevention Officer Carl Perry of the 
Department of Public Safety Most people caught 
attempting to sieal bikes. however. are not students 
here, he adds

The Latter Day Institute of 
Religion discussed women’s rights 
at a Latter Day Saints Student As- 
sociation meeting recently 

“Both men ana women are wi- 
couraged to become as educated 
as they are capable. but women 
may not be ordained as bishops,” 
said Dr. James Hudson, director of 
the LDIR 

Also discussed were the Latter 
Day Saints’ beliefs, aims, and 
church structure. 

“They (people) ought to ve sen- 
Sible enough to realize that there 
are many things in this world 
which cannot be done by an in- 
dividual which are better done, and 
more realistically done by the 


organization,” said Hudson 


A major effort of the church is 
maintaining schools in South 
America and Mexico,” said Hud- 
son. “Here children are educated 
and the aim is their eventual em- 
ployment. Doctors, nurses, and 
teachers are signed to help these 
schools.” 


Hudson explained that 
although the church has commer- 
cial interests such as iland 


investments, a bank and stores. the 
church is essentially in connection

According to Hudson, members 
of the church donate 10 percent of 
their income as a tithing “We 
utilize the funds for the good of 
mankind ” 

The church also has its own
